The Proposed Purchase of the

There was a distinctly patrioti¢ 
tinge to the fortnightly luncheon of 
the Canadian club at the Club cafe 
this afternoon. The function was well 
attended, The chair was occupied by 
His Honor Lieutant Governor Bulyea. 

After the repast provided by Cronn’s 
staff, had been disposed of the Lieu- 
tenant Governor presented the com- 
munication received from the Gover- 
nor General with reference to the pro 
postd purchase of the Plains of Ab- 
raham at Quebec for a National park. 

Mayor Griesbach followed with an 
address on the momentous battle that 
market the turning poin tin the na- 
tional government of Canada. 

The great difficulty, he said, was 
that of condensation. Briefly, then, 
he bégan with an appreciation of the 
subject as it was in 1750. In that 
year the French claimed all of Can- 
acla as it now is and all of the United 
Statest west of the Alleghenies. The 
English claimed all south of the 8t. 
Lawrence and east of the Alleghenies. 
The French had posts on all the great 
lakes and streams claimed by them. 
The English population was 1,160,000, 
The English population was 1,160,000, 
the Freneh 80,000 people.

Difference in Governments. 

France was governed by an absolute 
monarchy; Great Britain had parlia- 
mentary institutions in developments 
So each Euglish coloony had its small 

arliament and separate existence. 

hey quarrelled with each other and 
with the governor. The absolutism 
of Old France was repeated in the 
new, The English colonies would not 
combine for concerted action and 
many of the English in the south did 
nothing, In the French colonies every 
part might be ordered out and all 
parts were ordered out and fought un- 
der brilliant partizan leaders. 

The English colohists lived in ter- 
vor of the French. It thus became 
necessary to strike a blow and as Que- 
bec was the key this was the objective 
point selected. Wolie had 9,000 men 
when he appeared on the 29th of June 
before Quebee. The garrison had 16,- 
000 men. 

The speaker dealt with the opera- 
tiona, atYeyery point. The French ap- 
peared impregnable. The month of 
September came, winter drew near and 
it became necessary to do something. 
On September 13th, Wolfe effected a 
landing and went into battle with 
about 3,200 men, Owing to the di- 
vided eommand of the Freach forces, 
Montcalm was unable to bring moie 
than about the same number. The 
British were deployed two deep. The 
French came on in massed coluinn. 
The first volley was fired by the Eng- 
lish and they then advanced twenty 
paces and delivered another volley. 
Then the French broke into retreat 
and the English charged. 

Quebec Surrendered Sept. 18. 

On the 18th of Sept. Quebee sur- 

rendered. On the 28th of April, 1760, 


Levis came down from Montreal dfter 
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defeating a British army and laid 
siege but a British fleet appeared and 
the siege was raised. On the 8th of 
September, 1760, after the operation 
at Montreal, that part of North Ameri- 
ca claimed by the French, with the 
exception of eertain parts in the south 
passed from the rule of Old France. 

The battle is important not because 
of the men engaged, but because Que- 
bec was the key to the whole situa- 
tion and as a result it was possible 
for the United States to gain its in- 
dependence and to exist as it does to- 
day, and that Canada should exist as 
she does today under British rule. 

Resolution Passed. 

The following resolution was moved 
by Mr. Geo. Harcourt, Deputy Minis- 
ter of Agriculture, and seconded by 
Mr, A, G. Harrison, Secretary of the 
Board of Trade, and was enthusiasti- 
cally carried: 

“Whereas it having been brought to 
the notice of the Canadian Club of 
Edmonton by His Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-Genera) of Canada through His 
Honor the Lieutenant-Governor of Al- 
berta, that there is a movement on 
foot to seeur® the battlefields of the 
Plains of Abraham, and Sainte Foy 
with the object of converting therm tu- 
to a national park in commemorat’ on 
of the place they occupy in Capadian 
history; 

“And whereas it is the inte ntion of 
those originating the movement to in- 
terest the school children of the Do- 
minion, as well as the patriotic socie- 
ties, in this scheme to nationalize 
these battlegrounds ; 

“Therefore, be it resolved that while 
approving of and contributing finan- 
cially to the scheme, yet the Cana- 
dian club of Edmonton would respect- 
fully urge upon the Dominion Govern- 
ment the advisability of making a 
liberal grant to this worthy scheme 
in order that the financial support 
may be ample for such a laudable pur- 
pose.” 

Col. Edwards read a statement from 
Mr, Gariepy concerning the raising of 
$100 for the purpose of assisting in 
the purchase of the Plains of Abraham 
He also moved that Mayor Griesbach 
be thanked for his address. 

Rev. Mr. Gray, in seconding the 
motion, said he felt it the duty of 
every true Canadian to use his effort 
to secure this land, and any others 
eonnected with historical events in
